but with others, undaunted, pressing

which we knew by heart.

In South Africa the strife of 
two white peoples for control has 
been an all Important factor. 
I or 
about a century and a half (tie I Milch 
bud possession Of Cape Town and tin* 
small area surrounding it which h ar­ 
bored all the whites iii Soul Ii Africa, 
The Napoleonic wars transferred pos 
session to Bogland, and in IKod the 
Bugfish assumed a final control which 
Dimly of the Dutch .inhabitants re­ 
sented. 
In 183d many of the Dutch 
farmers or “hoers" begun trekking 
into the Interior with the Intention 
of settling beyond English IM!lienee.

Toward the Inner edge of the terri­ 
tory of the Union are the world’s great
